The Board met at 9 a.m, 

A number of those contract holders

sideration was given to the whole 
matter, It was the unanimous con- 
clusion of the Board that the man 
who has paid should not receive less 
benefit’ than the man who has not 
paid, and it was resolved that any 
contract holder who has already made 
his 1939 land payment should be per- 
mitted, if he so des?fes, to withdraw 
his money so that he may be in an 
equally advantageous position in the 
matter with any other contract hold- 
er. The necessary receipts must be 
brought to the office. 

At 10 am, the Board received a 
delegation from Rosemary in connec-: 
tion with the cheese factory there, 
The delegation consisted of Messrs. 
Bryan, Parker, Russel and Loewen. 
These gentlemen made representations 
as to the desire of a large number of 
farmers in the west end of the pro- 
ject to support a cheese factory on a 
co-operative basis, and a considerable 
discussion took place as to ways and 
means of getting the factory complet- 
ed and in operation. It appeared nec-, 
essary in order to carry out the 
heats of the farmers in this mat- 
ter that authority be obtained from 
the Government or by legislation to 
proceed with the matter, It was a- 
greed that the Government would be 
approached in this connection and 
that in the meantime the directors of 
the Rosemary Co-operative Dairies 
Limited would get further information 
as to the possibility of completing the 
factory and carrying on themselves. 

At 1:30 p.m, the Board received a 
delegation from the Bow Slope Dis- 
trict, Messrs. Johnson, © Williamson 
and Duby, who ‘had certain sugges- 
tions. to make with respect to amend- 
ments to the Irrigation Districts Act 
and the Eastern Irrigation District 
Act, which they considered necessary 
in the interests of the District, These 
matters were fully discussed. 

It was decided to proceed at once 
with certain improvements to the Dis- 
trict canal in Sec. 34, Twp. 15, Rge, 
14, W.4th.M,, where a cut-off could 
be made which would improve the
